The Sorghum Question and the Tariff. 

The extraordinary success which bas attend- 
ed the efforts of the farmers of the West to 
demoustrate the profitableness of the culture 
of Sorghum, tor its sugar alone, will have an 
important bearing upon the agricultural de- 
velopment of Hlinois and other States; and 
a marked influence upon the expected legie- 
lation amendatory of the existing Tariff. We 
may be mistaken in our facts and 
figures —the men who have related so us their 
experience with sorghum as a crop, and with 
ite sugar-yielding capacities, may have been 


eutburiasts ; but from all the testimony that 


we have been enabled to collect from persona! 
inquiry and Observation, from the assurances 
of our correspondents, from nvmerous arti- 
oles in the agricultural journals, and from the 
oral statements of our farmer friends, we 
are forced to believe that the future 
culture of sorghum in all the Northwest. 
eran States is a foregone conclusion ; 
and that Illinois will, within the next five 
years, become a sugar-exporting State. The 
year that is about to end may be exceptional ; 
and hereafter the results attained during it 
may be imposeible ; but that is hardly suppo- 
rable. If it is an index of those to follow, we 
may assume that when an acre of ground 
will yield as an average crop of three bundred 
gallons of good merchantable molasses, with 
no greater outlay thao is required for grow- 
ing and threshing an acre of wheat, the busi. 
ness of importing sugar for consumption here, 
is drawing to a close. 
If the anticipations in which we indulge 
are shared by our Westeru farmers generally, 
we chall have them at the doors of Congress, 
neking in unison with the planters of Louis 
jana, Texas and Florida, for such an altera- 
tion of the present rates of duties as will 
give their new judustry the protection, which 
they will claim, Its infancy had prospective 
Importance demand. It is not unsuspected 
by our readers that most economical theories 
in relation to the opposites, Free Trade and 
Protection, are, in this monied age, held in 
subordinution to the demands of in terest.

A Mr. De Sora, of Paris, having discovered 
the secret of making hens lay every day in 
the year, by feeding them wit) horse fi: sh, 
raw and , bethougbt him of going into 
the fresh egg business on a scale. He 
began his experiment with three hundred 
hens, and found 3 they averaged the first 
year some twenty-five dozen eggseach, Last 
— he bad 100,000 hens at work, with a 

roportion of male birds, and the pro- 
suse ned result was the same. To supply 
the great consumption of meat, the numerous 
disabled and worn-out horses in and around 
Paris are depended on. They are neatly and 
scientifically slaughtered at M. De Scra’s own 
abattoir, The bloc d is sold for art purposes. 
The tanners buy the skins. The glue makers 
and manufacturers of Prussian blue get the 
heads, hoofs, shanks,&c. The button makers 
buy the larger bones. The average consump- 
tion of horses ag day is twenty-two, and so 
well arranged is the system, that the proceeds 
of the sale of the hides, bones, &., make a 
profit on the original cost of the horses.
